IIIIMII i funds, and there would, of course, be the necessity of a 
tu I«TT to pay tfce bonds as Ihe.r matured. 


On* these propositions will hinge the whole matter of the oon- 


trm-mr that u bonnd to arise wnen the matter of erection is put 
directly up to the voters 
Scioto county's present 
court house 


wu builded somewhere near three-quarters of a century ago. It 
wm» a rather pretentious structure for its day and time, adequate 
t« its demands and no doubt the citizens took considerable pride 
in it. But the Scioto county of 1916 is not the Scioto county of 
1650. 
Portsmouth then was bnt a village and New Boston ^alone 


i* messed at half the value of the county in those das'*- Values 
tad interests have multiplied fabulously, progress has made amaz- 
ing advance, bat, the old court house, altogether 
inadequate to 


modem uses and requirements still stands occupied. 


' There will be no sincere detail that a new court home is 


needed, needed for both the demands of the appreciating import- 
ance of cennty affairs and as something requisite to a county 


' that would maintain its face for progress and improvement. 


There need then be no further attention here to that phase. 


Whit then about the bonds? Will the taxes be a burden upon the 
property assessed? ]We can not say what sum the West End 
Improvement Association will fix to be expended upon a now 
•conrt house. Let us assume, however, for the sake of illustration 
that it will be $350,000, about the figure most other counties sim- 
flariy ebenmstanced to Scioto county, arc or have expended for 
the ttat purpose. The bond issue then would be to that amount. 
Probably, the bonds would ran over a period of twenty years, an 
even number of thousands being redeemable even- year. On this 
plan the tax levy would be, on the present valuation one-half mill 
for the first year. After that it would show a decrease for each 
year, until the last when it would be less than one-third of a mill. 
Of course, should there be an increase in taxable valuations, as is 
inevitable, since the county is constantly developing, 
the levy 


rate would be proportionately less. This means, supposing there is 
no increase, each property owner would pay for the first year 
fiftv cents upon each thousand of assessment, less every year after 
that This would bo no heavy burden upon anyone to his own ben- 
efit. For be it ever borne in mind that it" is Hie tax-payer, chief 
and foremost whose interest lies in the court house. There are pre- 
•erred the records by which .his property and his rights arc 
shown.

The \Yest End Improvement Association 
has resolved to 


enter actively upon a campaign to secure a new court house for 
Scioto county. 
' 
- 


Let ui say frankly that the building of a new court 
house 


would require a vote of the people to authorize bondi to secure the 
necessary funds*.and'there would, of course, be the necessity of a 
tax levy to,pay the bonds u they matured. 


On these propositions will hinge the whole matter of the con- 


troversy that is bound to arise when the matter of erection is put 
directly up to the voters. Scioto county's present court 
house 


was builded somewhere near three-quarters of a century ago. 
It 


,vas a rather pretentious structure for its day and time, adequate 
to its demands and no doubt the citizens took considerable pride 
in it. But the Scioto county of 1316 is not the Scioto county of 
1S50. Portsmouth then was but a village and New Boston alone 
is assessed at half the Value of the county in those days. Values 
and interests have multiplied fabulously, progress has made amaz- 
ing advance, but the old court house, 
altogether 
inadequate 
to 


modern uses and 
requirements still stands occupied. 


There will be. no sincere 
detail that a new court honsc is 


needed, needed for'both the demands of the appreciating import- 
ance of county affairs and as something requisite to a 
county 


that would maintain its face for progress and improvement. 


There need then be no further attention here to that phase. 


What then about'the bonds! Will the taxes be a 'burden upon the 
property assessed? AVe can not say what sum the West 
End 


Improvement Association willtfx to be expended Upon a liew 
court house. Let us assume, however, for the sake of illustration 
that it will be $350,000, about the figure most other comities sim- 
ilarly circumstanced to Scioto county, are or have expended -for 
the same purpose. The bond issue then would-be to that amount. 
Probably, the bonds would run over a period of twenty years, an 
even number of thousands being redeemable every year. On this 
plan the tax levy would be, oii the present valuation one-half mill 
for the first year. After that it would show a decrease for cadi 
year, until tlic last when it would be less than one-third of a mill. 
'()£ course,:should there be an increase in taxable valuations, as is 
inevitable, since the county is constantly developing, 
the- levy 


rate would be proportionately less. This means, supposing there is 
no increase, each property owner would pay for the .first 
year 


fifty cento upon/each thousand of assessment, less every year after 
that. This would be no heavy burden upon anyone to his own ben- 


efit 
For be it ever borne in mind that it is the tax-payer, chief 


and foremost whose interest lies in the court house. There are pre- 
served the records -oy which his property and his -rights 
are 


shown.

worth a 


hundred of" the money of some Central 
America 
republic. 
If 


this be the case .why could I not go there and be a millionaire i'! 


AVe rather -loosely in this country speak of paper currency 


as money, when, as a matter of fact, it is nothing'but the promise 
of the government -to pay. money,, gojd, on. demand. In the days 
when'both gold and silver were generally recognized as money, we 
had the dou'blc standard of values, called -bi-metallisin. 
Gold, the 


single standard, is now practically the universal measure oE value 
and so alone money in the strict sense, 
For convenience sake and 


also to insure a larger circulating medium the governments 
issue 


paper currency. 
This remains at par, one hundred cents of paper 


worth one hundred cents in gold, so long as the government lias 
ability to redeem the paper in the metal, or'business and commerce 
have conlidence in its ability to so redeem. Host Central American 
governments are unstable, their incomes meagre and there is no 
ability on their part to pay in gold, nor liave the 
people conn- 


dcnce in the paper promises they put out, or the values they at- 
tempt to create by issuance. 
Practically our country's paper is 


worth dollar for dollar in gold. Sometimes the Central American 
government is so far bankrupt its paper is worth only one percent 
on the dollar, therefore is our dollar worth one hundred of the lat- 
ter's paper dollar. 
Ft' "Ignorant" lias $1,000, as from his inquiry 


we assume he has, he would not become a millionaire by migrating 
to some country whose currency is at 9!) percent discount. lie 
would be no better off there, except bis good money might buy 
somewhat more. Let us say for his benefit that even gold lias no 
absolutely fixed value, here or anywhere. It goes up and down, 
just like the prices oil wheat, or corn, 'but 
its variations 
arc so 


small and custom and regard are such that its fluctuations are sel- 
dom" taken account of. The economist, however, will tell you that 
gold docs fluctuate equally and violently along with other products 
and the real reason why we have constantly ascending prices, as at 
the present time, is because gold is relatively growing more plen- 
tiful in proportion to the demand for it and so it is cheaper rather 
than other things dearer. . That looks n deal like putting the cart 
before the horse and it is not worth while to discuss here. 
The 


one thing for "Ignorant" to do is to stay right here at home, in- 
dustriously adding a little every now and then to his $1,000 and 
convince himself that the best place to live is where the govern- 
ment's character is such that all forms of its "money" arc on a 
par..
